As an example of the craze for legislation, which has been 


commented upon in this column,, attention may be called o 
the efforts being put forth in the Massachusetts Legislature lo 
make it more convenient for traveling :meif to vote. 
I wo 


bills have been tiled, one lo. permit these men to vole by mail, 
and-the other, lo change the dayof election from '1 uesday lo 
Monday, so they could vote before starting' out on their tups. 


But why should any change be made for the accommoda- 


tion of a class of men who constitute a very small proportion 
of the voters? 
It is doubtless true that traveling men expe- 


rience some inconvenience at election time and occasionally 
lose their votes by being away from home, but this is no rea- 
son why the election regulations should be 
overturned. 


Granting them the right to vote by mail might be permissible 
were it not for the fact that everybody .else would want the 
same privilege, and the result would be vexatious delay, with 
possible serious complications.. Suppose a vole received by 
mail should not be promptly delivered and I ail lo reach the 
•ballot box in time, what then? 
Further legislation, of course 


It is impossible to adjust- things so they will exactly suit 


everybody 
Life is full of inconveniences and annoyances, 


most of which are more serious than the condition that com- 
pels traveling men to be at home to vote. , If it is so importanl 
thai all traveling; men should vot^e$;can,,do so under presen.1 
conditions. The sacrifice of a little'time and a little business 
is all that is necessary, and -the -vote of any man who is no 
willinsr to make some slight sacrifice,-if necessary, nv order if 
casl his ballot is worth little to Hie cause of good government 


The present system of voting serves its purpose very wel 


and may well be let alone. 
Voting by mail would inevitably 


lead to troublesome complications, and if the lime was to be 
changed to Monday the next move would be lo have elections 
held on Sunday, when practically everybody is at home. Al 
sympathize with the traveling men who lose their votes, bu 
it is unreasonable to ask the slate lo chase around alter then 
with the ballot box. 


Senator Vardaman of Mississippi warns President Wilson 


that he will not vote for the confirmation of any negro named 
for federal office. 
He declares that white men and negroes 


cannot live together in this country on terms of political 
equality, and so submits his ultimatum lo the President, who 
will hardly be governed in bis actions by this breath of flame 
from Mississippi. 


A Washington dispatch intimates that President Wilson 


may take the stump in next fall's campaign, on the ground 
that he and his policies will-be the dominant issue. This may 
be right so far as the issue is concerned, but there are many 
Americans who feel that the President of the United Slates 
is somewhat out of place on the political stump. 


That ."rider," by"which some 2400 assistant postmasters, 


would have been removed from the protection of the civil ser- 
vice, is to be stricken out of the postoffice appropriation bill. 
Congress has evidently heard from the country. The public 
'service must have some consideration, even while the plum 
basket is being passed around.

822,610 last yean The likelihood is that some of its employes 
were paid as.much as from $3 to '$5 per week. Most of the 
money made by thjs firm came from the pockets of conlidirfp;

PIE, THE POPULAR DESSERT. 


In the following collection you will 


find some which you may not have 
tried: 


Pineapple 
Pie.—Cream 
a 
table 


spoonful of butter, add a cupful of 
sugar, and when well mixed the yolki 
of two eggs well beaten and a cupfu 
of shredded pineapple; lightly 
folO 


in tho well beaten whites of two eggs 
and bake in a single crust. 


Amber Pie.—Take three-fourths of 


a cup of sugar, one-half cup of sour 
milk, tho yolks of two eggs, two table- 
spoonfuls, of butter creamed with the 
sugar, one-half tablespoonful of .vine- 
gar, a tablespoonful of flour, a tea- 
spoonful each of cloves, cinnamon, 
allspice and one-half cupful of rais- 
ins. 
Make a meringue of the two 


whites of the eggs, adding two table- 
spoonfuls of. sugar. Bake with one 
crust. 


Chocolate Pie.—Cook together six 


tablespoonfuls 
of sugar mixed with 


four tablespoonfuls of grated choco- 
late; add a pint of boiling water, the 
yblke of two eggs and two tablespoon- 
fuls of cornstarch. Flavor with van- 
illa -and pour Into a 
baked 
crust. 


Cover with a meringue made from the 
whites of the eggs. 


Apple Meringue—Fill a rich lower 


crust-with seasoned apple sauce, fla- 
vor-with nutmeg aud bake. 
When 


done, spread with, a meringue made 
with two eggs and two tablespooufula 
of sugar. Bake a golden brown. 


Cocoanut Pie.—Take four eggs well 


beaten, add a pint of milk and two- 
thirds of a cup of sugar, one cupful 
of cocoanut, onre teaspoonful of van- 
illa, and bake in one crust. Sprinkle 
sugar over the top after baking. 


Banana Cream Pie.—Make a custard 


of two eggs, a quarter of a cup of 
sugar and a pint of milk. Into tills 
put. the pulp of two 
bananas 
well 


mashed. Turn into a pastry lined pie 
plate aud bake until well done. Cov- 
er with a meringue, if BO desired. 
. Date pie.—Cook a pint of milk and 
a third of a pound of dates 
In' a 


double boiler 20 minutes. Strain and 
rub through a sieve; add two beaten 
eggs, a fourth of a teasp'oou of salt, 
a few gratings, ot nutmeg, and bake 
in a single crust. 


Washington Pie—This is such a fa- 


'orite that it should be brought to 
nind often. Make a simple layer or 
jponge cake, and bake in two layers. 
Put it together with sweetened and 
flavored whipped cream.
